COVID-19: Russia agrees to produce 


Moscow [Russia], November 27 
(ANI): The Russian Sovereign 
Wealth Fund and India's pharmaceu- 
tical company Hetero have agreed 
to produce over 100 million doses 
per year of the Russian COVID-19 
vaccine Sputnik V in India, accord- 
ing toa statement on Sputnik V Twit- 
ter account on Friday. 

The Russian Direct Investment Fund 
(RDIF) and Hetero intend to start the 
production of Sputnik V in the begin- 
ning of 2021. Russia became the first 
country to register the world's first 
COVID-19 vaccine on August 11. 
Sputnik V, named after Russia's first 
satellite, is developed by the 
Gamaleya National Research Cen- 
tre for Epidemiology and Microbiol- 
ogy (GNRCEM) of the Russian 
Healthcare Ministry. 

On Tuesday, the GNRCEM and 
RDIF declared results obtained dur- 
ing the second interim data analysis 
of the largest double-blind, 
randomised, placebo-controlled 
phase III clinical trials in Russia in- 
volving 40,000 volunteers. 

"It has shown a 91.4 per cent effi- 
cacy on day 28 after the first dose 
while preliminary data from volun- 
teers obtained 42 days after the first 


dose(corresponds with 21 days af- 
terthe second dose) indicates an ef- 
ficacy of the vaccine above 95 per 
cent," stated press statement issued 
by the RDIF. 

Kirill Dmitriev, CEO of the RDIF, said 
that the agreement between the RDIF 
and Hetero will pave the way for the 
production of the safe and highly ef- 
fective Sputnik V vaccine on Indian 
soll. 

"We are delighted to announce the 
agreement between RDIF and 
Hetero that will pave the way to the 
production of the safe and highly ef- 
fective Sputnik V vaccine on Indian 
soil. The vaccine's interim clinical trial 
results show 95 per cent efficacy on 
the 42nd day after the first dose," he 
was quoted by the statement on Sput- 
nik V Twitter account. 

"|! am confident that Sputnik V should 
become an integral part of the na- 
tional vaccine portfolio of every coun- 
try willing to protect its population from 
the coronavirus. Thanks to our co- 
operation with Hetero, we will be able 
to significantly increase production 
capacity and provide people of India 
with an efficient solution in this chal- 
lenging period of the pandemic," he 
added. 


New Delhi [India], November 
27 (ANI): Prima facie evaluation 
of the FIR lodged by the 
Maharashtra Police against 
Republic TV editor-in-chief 
Arnab Goswami does not es- 
tablish any abetment to suicide 
charge, the Supreme Court 
said on Saturday giving a de- 
tailed reason for granting in- 
terim bail to Gowswami on No- 
vember 11 in the abetment to 
suicide case. 

A bench of the apex court, 
headed by Justice DY 
Chandrachud, said the Bombay 
High Court failed to take a prima 
facie view of the FIR, the nature 
of accusation and the level of 
the charge against Goswami 
and erred in not granting bail. 
The Bombay High Court abdi- 
cated its duty in protecting the 
liberties of a citizen who had 
been complaining that he was 
being targeted by the 
Maharashtra government for 
his unplayable views ex- 
pressed in his TV channel, Jus- 
tice Chandrachud said. 

He said the High Court abdi- 
cated its role as a protector of 
constitutional values and funda- 
mental rights, and added that 
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Prima facie evaluation of FIR against Arnab Goswami 
doesnt establish abetment charge: SC 


criminal law should not be- 
come a tool for selective ha- 
rassment for citizens. 

The bench noted that doors of 
the courts cannot be closed in 
such cases and courts should 
remain open for all cases of 
deprivation of personal liberty 
and such deprivation cannot 
even be for one day. Access to 
Justice needs to be 
democratised and it cannot be 
a selective tool for a few, it said. 
Justice Chandrachud said it 
needs to be seen whether the 
accused can tamper evidence, 
or whether the accused can 
flee, or whether the ingredients 
of offence is made out along 
with interests of the state. Here 
the case is about the liberty of a 
citizen, he noted. 

"The High Court, in other 
words, failed to apply its mind 
to a fundamental issue that 
needed to be considered while 
dealing with a petition for 
quashing under Article 226 of 
the Constitution or Section 482 
of the CrPC," the bench said in 
its order. 

The bench noted that the FIR 
recites that the spouse of the 
informant had a company car- 


rying on the business of archi- 
tecture, interior design and en- 
gineering consultancy. 
"According to the informant, her 
husband was over the previous 
two years -- having pressure as 
he did not receive the money of 
work carried out by him. The 
FIR recites that the deceased 
had called at the office of the 
appellant and spoken to his 
accountant for the payment of 
money,’ the order said. 

"Apart from the above state- 
ments, it has been stated that 
the deceased left behind a sul- 
cide note stating that his -- 
money is stuck and following 
owners of respective compa- 
nies are not paying our legiti- 
mate dues. Prima facie, on the 
application of the test which 
has been laid down by this court 
in a consistent line of authority, 
which has been noted above, it 
cannot be said that the appel- 
lant was guilty of having abet- 
ted the suicide within the mean- 
ing of Section 306 of the IPC. 
These observations, we must 
note, are prima facie at this 
Stage since the High Court is 
still to take up the petition for 
quashing," it added.

India’s GDP had contracted by 23.9% in the last quarter. 


NEW DELHI, NOV 27: India’s 
economy contracted by 7.5% in the 
July-September quarter, showing 
some recovery a quarter after the 
country recorded the worst perfor- 
mance since it started reporting quar- 
terly data in 1996. India’s GDP had 
contracted by 23.9% in the last quar- 
ter. Having recorded two quarters of 
GDP contraction, India now enters 
into a technical recession. In the same 
quarter last year, GDP had hit a six- 
year low of 4.5%. 

“At constant prices, GDP Is estimated 
at Rs 33.14 lakh crore, as against 
Rs 35.84 lakh crore in Q2 of 2019- 
20, showing a contraction of 7.5% 
as compared to 4.4% growth in Q2 
2019-20,” Ministry of Statistics & 
Programme Implementation said ina 
statement. 

While the country was in a stringent 
lockdown for most part of Q1, the 
economy has considerably opened 
up since, with most services opening 
up as of September. 

In the January-March quarter, GDP 
growth had slowed to 3.1%, while 
the country’s GDP in FY20 had de- 
clined to 4.2% from 6.1% in FY19, 
the slowest in the last 11 years. 
Meanwhile the index of the core in- 
dustries in India declined by 2.5% 


as compared to the same period last 
year. Between April to October, there 
was a 13% decline. Coal production 
saw a decline of 11.6% in October, 
while production of petroleum refin- 
ery products saw a 17% decline. 

The Reserve Bank of India had pre- 
dicted earlier this month that India's 
economy would contract by 8.6% in 
the September quarter. With this, In- 
dia will enter a technical recession 
for the first time in history, RBI's 
nowcast had predicted at the time. 

A recessionary phase in an economy 
is when an economy is an expan- 
sionary phase and the GDP contracts 
with each subsequent quarter. How- 
ever, when it continues for long 
enough, it could be termed as a re- 
cession. And while recession is gen- 
erally understood to be when GDP

contracts, it is understood that two 
consecutive quarters of GDP decline 
would put the country in a technical 
recession. Prior to the pandemic, the 
economy was ina slowdown. 

“India has entered a technical reces- 
sion in the first half of 2020-21 for the 
first time in its history with Q2:2020- 
21 likely to record the second suc- 
cessive quarter of GDP contraction,” 
wrote Pankaj Kumar in the Monetary 
Policy Department of the RBI in this 
month's RBI bulletin. This, however, 
he said, could be short lived. 
Forecasts of economists had been 
marginally revised upwards after 
reports of an uptick in consumer de- 
mand, amid expectation of a COVID- 
19 vaccine that is expected to be 
coming soon.

"Childhood obesity is a 
major public health issue 
that has increased over 
the last 10 years," said 
lead investigator Miriam 
A. Bredella, M.D., profes- 
sor of radiology at 
Harvard Medical School 
in Boston, Massachu- 
setts, and vice-chair of the 
Department of Radiology 
at Massachusetts General 
Hospital in Boston. 
"Sleeve gastrectomy is 
the most common bariatric 
surgery procedure per- 
formed in children and 
adults." In a sleeve gas- 
trectomy, approximately 
75% of the stomach is re- 
moved to restrict food in- 
take and induce weight 
loss. It results in a typl- 
cally round stomach tak- 
ing on the shape of a tube 
or sleeve. The number of 
sleeve gastrectomy pro- 
cedures performed on 
adolescents increased 
100-fold from 2005 to 
2014. "In adults, bariatric 
Surgery can have long- 
term effects on bone, 
leading to higher fracture 
risk," Dr. Bredella said. 
"We wanted to determine 
the effects of sleeve gas- 


adolescents during the 
crucial years when bone 
mass is being accrued." 
The study examined 52 
adolescents with moder- 
ate to severe obesity, 26 
of whom underwent 
sleeve gastrectomy. The 
other 26 were in the con- 
trol group. Mean age was 
17.5 years, and mean 
body mass index (BMI) 
was 45. BMI of 30 or 
above is considered 
obese. Thirty-eight of 
Study participants were 
girls. Before and 12 
months after sleeve gas- 
trectomy (or no surgery), 
the patients underwent 
quantitative CT of the lum- 
bar spine, to quantify 
volumetric bone mineral 
density. Quantitative CT is 
a highly accurate tech- 
nique for detecting 
changes in volumetric 
bone mineral density af- 
ter extreme weight loss. 
Recent studies have 
shown that bone marrow 
fat responds to changes 
in nutrition and may serve 
as a biomarker for bone 
quality. Therefore, pa- 
tients underwent proton 
MR spectroscopy to 
quantify bone marrow fat 
of the lumbar spine. 

One year following sur- 
gery, the adolescents 
who underwent sleeve 


the lumbar spine. 
"Adolescents who under- 
went sleeve gastrectomy 
had bone loss and an in- 
crease in bone marrow 
fat, despite the marked 
loss of body fat," Dr 
Bredella said. "While 
weight-loss surgery is 
successful for weight loss 
and improving metabolic 
disorders, it has negative 
effects on bone." 

Dr Bredella said the loss 
of bone density following 
sleeve gastrectomy was 
expected because 
greater weight-bearing 
strengthens bones. In ad- 
dition to a loss of bone 
density, other effects of 
weight-loss surgery in- 
clude disruption of hor- 
mones and nutrients im- 
portant for bone health. 
"We need to identify 
mechanisms that will help 
prevent bone loss in 
these patients and to 
make adolescents with 
obesity more aware of 
bone health," she said. 
"Adolescence is the criti- 
cal time for bone mass 
accrual, and any process 
that interferes with bone 
accrual during this time 
can have dire conse- 
quences later in life."

COVID-19: Russia agrees to produce 
Sputnik V vaccine in India 


Moscow [Russia], Novem- 
ber 27 (ANI): The Russian 
sovereign Wealth Fund and 
India's pharmaceutical com- 
pany Hetero have agreed to 
produce over 100 million 
doses per year of the Rus- 
sian COVID-19 vaccine Sput- 
nik V in India, according to a 
Statement on Sputnik V Twit- 
ter account on Friday. 

The Russian Direct Invest- 
ment Fund (RDIF) and Hetero 
intend to start the production 
of Sputnik V in the beginning 
of 2021. Russia became the 
first country to register the 
world's first COVID-19 vac- 
cine on August 11. 

oputnik V, named after 
Russia's first satellite, is de- 
veloped by the Gamaleya 
National Research Centre for 
Epidemiology and Microbi- 
ology (GNRCEM) of the Rus- 
sian Healthcare Ministry. 

On Tuesday, the GNRCEM 
and RDIF declared results 
obtained during the second 
interim data analysis of the 
largest double-blind, 
randomised, placebo-con- 
trolled phase Ill clinical trials 
in Russia involving 40,000 
volunteers. 

"It has shown a 91.4 per cent 
efficacy on day 28 after the 
first dose while preliminary 
data from volunteers ob- 
tained 42 days after the first 
dose(corresponds with 21 


days after the second dose) 
indicates an efficacy of the 
vaccine above 95 per cent," 
Stated press statement is- 
sued by the RDIF. 

Kirill Dmitriev, CEO of the 
RDIF, said that the agreement 
between the RDIF and 
Hetero will pave the way for 
the production of the safe 
and highly effective Sputnik 
V vaccine on Indian soil. 
"We are delighted to an- 
nounce the agreement be- 
tween RDIF and Hetero that 
will pave the way to the pro- 
duction of the safe and highly 
effective Sputnik V vaccine 
on Indian soil. The vaccine's 
interim clinical trial results 
show 95 per cent efficacy on 
the 42nd day after the first 
dose," he was quoted by the 
Statement on Sputnik V Twit- 
ter account.

According to knowledge- 
able sources to The Hollywood Re- 
porter, Netflix has made an offer of 
more than USD 200 million for the 
film while WarnerMedia has blocked 
the deal while preparing an offer of 
its own for its streamer, HBO Max. 
The production company- Legend- 
ary declined to comment while a 
Warner Bros. spokesperson said: 
"We plan to release Godzilla vs. Kong 
theatrically next year as scheduled." 
The Netflix offer undoubtedly had an 
allure for Legendary, which financed 
75 per cent of the budget. As Netflix 
does not have a presence in China, 
the film could have played theatri- 
cally there. As per The Hollywood 
Reporter, the monster verse mov- 
ies, which are the cornerstone of 
Legendary's slate, are big interna- 
tional players, especially in China: 
Just over a third of 'King of the Mon- 
sters" USD 386 million global box 
office came from the movie's China 
release. ‘Skull Island' grossed USD 
168 million in China, about 30 per 
cent of the movie's USD 567 million 
gross. ‘Godzilla vs. Kong’, the fourth 
entry in the series, is slated for a May 
21, 2021 opening but it is far from 
clear that U.S. theatres will be fully 
back in business by then and even if 
they are, the studios face a pile-up of 


major releases that were pushed due 
to the pandemic. Meanwhile, Leg- 
endary is stuck with the cost of carry- 
ing an unreleased big-budget film. 
Though Warner Bros. has only a 25 
percent stake in the movie, it controls 
the release. As per The Hollywood 
Reporter, the decisions on the 
movie's fate are being handled at the 
highest level, with WarnerMedia 
CEO Jason Kilar and Warner Bros. 
Chairman Ann Sarnoff figuring out an 
offer for a streaming release on HBO 
Max that in theory also includes a 
theatrical component. (On Novem- 
ber 18, WarnerMedia said that 
tentpole Wonder Woman 1984 would 
bow in theatres on December 25 and 
be available to stream on HBO Max 
in a deal that Kilar described as "un- 
precedented.") 

As reported by The Hollywood Re- 
porter, the monster universe of Leg- 
endary began with 2014's ‘Godzilla’, 
which rebooted the franchise featur- 
ing the Japanese nuclear-created 
lizard and nabbed USD 514 million 
globally in theatres. Then 2017's 
‘Kong: Skull Island’ re-introduced 
audiences to King Kong. The last 
entry released was 2019's ‘Godzilla: 
King of the Monsters.’ 

‘Godzilla vs. Kong’ was directed by 
Adam Wingard, who cut his teeth with 
low-budget thrillers and horror flicks, 
and features actors Alexander 
Skarsgard, Millie Bobby Brown, 
Rebecca Hall and Kyle Chandler.
